room.  Carol  and  Gary  felt  the  love  bug  bite  this 
year.  Rose  Marie  Crosley  decided  that  she  didn't 
get  along  with  her  class  so  she  dropped  back  to  join 
us.  Ted  Folkereth  also  joined  us. 

We  really  were  big  now  for  we  got  to  climb  the  in- 
cline to  enter  Mrs.  Hizer's  room.  David  Bratten  and 
Richard  Purvis  were  added  to  our  rank.  Billy  Wester- 
man  dropped  in  from  his  class.  Eleanor  Ackenback 
because  of  illness  had  to  drop  out.  This  year  we  had 
a  basketball  team  and  three  yell  leaders,  Saloma,  Car- 
ol, and  Hildreth.  Dick  was  Mrs.  Hizer's  little  errand 
boy.  Gary  gave  Carol  a  ring  and  Ted  kept  giving 
Linda  a  small  gift  each  week.  Boys,  do  you  remember 
how  Hildreth  could  always  get  the  best  of  you? 

In  the  sixth  grade,  we  had  a  new  experience;  Mr. 
Nelson,  was  our  first  man  teacher.  Does  everyone 
remember  how  we  all  enjoyed  Mr.  Nelson's  stories 
that  he  read?  Patty  enjoyed  Billy  walking  her  home 
every  night  after  school.  The  girls  would  all  get  to- 
gether and  read  Saloma's  notes  from  Dick.
